“The overwhelming majority of 
these youngsters were killed while 
engaged in running errands or go­ 
ing to and from school.

County’s huge toll for six months, 
only three children were killed 
while playing in the streets. 
“If this slaughter is not stopped, 
mothers Ucon will have to send 
their children to the grocery in 
taxicabs in order to insure their 
safe return.”

Two 
dead and two injured. And all because of a foolish whim— 
nothing higher—to beat a train over the crossing. The story 
ofttimes goes on to relate that as the speeding automobile! 
approached the crossing there was another car there whose 
driver showed the right way. 
The driver of the latter car 
had stopped to look and listen before starting across and 
had heard the whistle of the locomotive. 
As the other car 
approached he had held out his hand and, as that was ignor­ 
ed, yelled to the driver to stop. 
One of the occupants of 
the back seat in the speeding car had even given warning. 
The driver knew just what he was doing—trying to beat the 


train. 
He couldn t wait. 
But let the driver of the locomotive tell the rest of the 
storv. 
“There was no chance for the train to stop or slow 
down. 
I saw an automobile waiting at the crossing for the 
train to pass. 
The whistle was blowing and I heard the 
crossing bell. Suddenly an auto shot out from the right side 
of the other car. 
I put on the emergency brakes but the 
engine hit the car squarely. 
As soon as the train stopped 
I got out and ran back. The baggageman reached the scene 
ahead of me- 
The car was a wreck and on fire. 
W e got 
the occupants out as quickly as we could but a girl and a 
young man were dead. The others seemed to be alive and 
we rushed them to a hospital in the automobile that had 
stopped for the train. They were badly burned and injured, 
the young man with both legs broken. 
The thoughtless will, of course, ignore this warning 
af the many others that have gone before, but it will stir 
the minds of others and we hope will save lives.

who waited at the crossing, who did not attem pt to race th# 
train across the danger point, is the example of the man who 
"L ost a minute and saved a life”—his own. The other is the

how one of the injured members of the party said a f t ­ 
wards ; 
“I begged him to stop—I shouted in his ear—but 


he said he could beat the train.” 
He. lost, and with his own death 
was 
recorded 
the 
Snuffing o u t of the life of the young woman who rode by 
Ii* side and the injury of his other two companions. 
Two 
dead and two injured. And all because of a foolish whim— 
nothing higher—to b eat a train over the crossing. The story 
ofttimes goes on to relate that as the speeding automobile 
approached the cro ssin g there was another car there whose 
driver showed the right way. 
The driver of the latter car 
had stopped to look and listen before starting across and 
had heard the whistle of the locomotive. 
As the other car 
approached he had held out his hand and. as that was ignor­ 
ed, yelled to the driver to stop. 
One of the occupants of 
the back seat in the speeding car had even given warning. 
The driver knew just what he was doing—trying to beat the 
train. 
He couldn’t wait. 
But let the driver of the locomotive tell the rest of the 
story’. 
“There was no chance for the train to stop or slow 
dmvn. 
I saw an automobile waiting at the crossing for the 
train to pass. 
The whistle was blowing and T heard the 
creasing bell. Suddenly an auto shot out from the right side 
of the other car. 
I Put on the emergency brakes but the 
engine hit the car squarely. 
As soon as the train stopped 
I got out and ran back. The baggageman reached the scene 
ahead of me- 
The car was a wreck and on fire. 
W e got 
the occupants out as quickly as we could but a girl and a 
young man were dead. T he others seemed to be alive and 
we rushed them to a hospital in the automobile that had 
stepped for the train. "They were badly burned and injured, 
the young man with both legs broken.” 
The thoughtless will, of course, ignore this warning 
a« the many others that have gone before, but it will stir 
the minds cf others and we hope will save lives. The driver 
who waited at the crossing, who did not attempt to race th* 
train across the danger point, is the example of the man who 
“ Lost a minute and saved a life”—his own. The other is the 
example of the man who disregarded the slogan which has 
been used throughout the nation—“W ait—you may lose”— 
and he is dead.
